He  does,  however,  wish  to  discuss  some  of  the  attitudes  which  the  novel  seemingly 
affirms,  such  as  Werfel’s  apparent  yearning  toward  an  authoritarian  religion,  his

Weill  have  brought  into  our  midst  Mrs.  Ezra 
Cohen,  their  daughter,  and  Mr.  Milton  Weill, 
their  son  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
T  rustees.

feels  men  of  the  twentieth  century  require. 
It  is  literally  of  life,  death  and  immortality 
that  Werfel’s  novel  speaks.  It  is  these  three 
large  themes  with  which  Rabbi  Steinberg  will 
treat. 

Dec.  11,  1940  marked  the  twenty-fifth 
Yahrzeit  of  the  death  of  Solomon  Schechter, 
great  rabbinical  .scholar  and  president  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  Few  men 
have  left  so  deep  an  imprint  on  American 
Jewish  life  as  has  this  man  who  was  scholar, 
academician  and  philosopher  all  in  one.  What 
was  his  message  and  contribution  to  Ameri¬ 
can  Judaism?  It  is  this  question  which  Rahbi 
Steinberg  will  answer  in  his  sermon.

Musical  Service  to  Be 
Dedicated  to  Rogers 

The  major  part  of  the  musical  service  for 
Friday  night,  Jan.  3,  will  be  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  James  H.  Rogers,  well-known 
pianist,  organist,  critic,  and  composer,  who 
died  Nov.  28  last  at  the  age  of  83. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  the  organist  and  musical 
director  of  the  Euclid  Avenue  Temple  of 
Cleveland  for  fifty  years  and  music  critic  of 
the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer. 

Although  not  of  the  Hebrew  faith,  he  had 
an  innate  sense  of  admiration  for  ancient 
traditional  Synagogue  music.  This  influ¬ 
ence  was  greatly  reflected  in  the  services 
which  he  composed  for  the  Synagogue. 

To  his  memory  and  in  recognition  of  his 
musical  contributions  to  the  Synagogue,  the 
Service  for  Sabbath  Evening  by  James  H. 
Rogers  will  be  sung.
